WORLD’S FIRST SKYSCRAPER 


Chicago Architects Pick Home In- 
surance Building.

CHICAGO, Noy. 24.—A group of 
Chicago architects have decided 
that the Home Insurance Co. build- 
ing here, constructed in 1885, was 
the world’s first skyscraper. 

The Home Insurance building 
was recently razed to make room 
for the Marshall Field 42-story of- 
fice building.

Pledges totaling $2,245,174 to the 
Community Fund and Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment were announced after the re- 
port meeting of campaign workers 
this noon at Hotel Jefferson. Gale 
F. Johnston, chairman of the drive, 
said it would continue until Friday 
night, when workers will meet for 
the last time at Hotel Chase. 

The amount pledged so far is 
about $45,000 more than was ob- 
tained last year in the Community 
Fund campaign, then separate 
trom that of the Citizen’s Commit- 
tee. This year the Community Fund 
is to get 76 per cent of the total 


raised, and the Citizens’ Committee, 
25 per cent, or $750,000 if the goal 
is reached. 

The amount reported today was 
substantially larger than reports at 
previous meetings because it in- 
cluded for the first time reports 
from several units of the Cam- 
paign Comimittee which made no 
reports until their solicitation was 
about complete.

Craft Discovered Eight Miles From

Pilot Potter, battling the heavy 
snowstorm of early yesterday 
morning, was within a few minutes’ 
flying time of his home port when 
forced down. He had last been 
heard from north of Grantsville, 
Utah, at 3:22 a. m. when he re- 
ported a heavy snow and “all O K.” 

The cockpit was wrecked, the 
mail cargo was strewn about and 
the motor of the plane was about

The books disclosed, he said, that 
$5000 went to the Republican Na- 
tional Coinmittee and $1000 to the 
Alfred E. Smith campaign commit- 
tee. These sums were afterwards 
charged as “expenses” in the rec- 
ords of the Celotex Co., the South- 
ern Sugar Co. and the South Coast 
Co., Holland said, and Dahlberg 
was reimbursed for his outlay. 

Holland pointed out that the 
Federal corrupt practices act makes 
it illegal for a corpoération to con- 
tribute to political campaigns. 

Hoover Visited Plant. 

Negotiations with Mark L. Re- 
} qua, executive campaign director 
of the Republican State Committee 
of California, were also revealed, 
which led to active co-operation of 
the Dahlberg companies with the 
anti-Smith movement in Florida. 

A large volume of correspond- 
ence was presented by Holland 
showing the details of Dahlberg’s 
efforts to get President-elect Hooy- 
er to visit his new sugar plant in 
Florida, which Mr. Hoover did on 
Feb. 14, 1929, as the guest of the 
Governor of Florida.

APPROVES INJUNCTION 
ON NATURAL GAS WASTE 


U.S. Supreme Court With- 
holds Judgment on Califor- 
nia Law, However. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 24.—The 
Supreme Court yesterday refused 
to set. aside a temporary injunc- 
tion against oil and gas companies 
in the Santa Fe Springs oil field, 
in Los Angeles County, California, 
restraining them from “the unrea- 
sonable waste of, natura] gas.” 

In a lengthy Opinion by Chief 
Justice Hughes, the Court withheld 
judgment on California conserva- 
tion laws, which are the crux of 
the controversy. 

The Chief Justice said that in 
the pending trial in the California 
court, all questions of law and 
fact with regard to the application 
of the statute might be passed and 
that the constitutional rights.of the 
oil companies, which attack the 
preliminary injunction, might be 
considered. 

California authorities brought 
suit against companies in the Santa 
Fe field in 1929 seeking to enjoin 
them from an “unreasonable 
| waste” of natural gas. 


| The Superior Court granted a 


| preliminary injunction after a hear- 
ing, and the oil companies gought 
in the State District Court of Ap- 
peals a writ of prohibition, re- 
straining. the Superior Court from 
enforcing the injunction order. 
The oil companies assailed the 
jurisdiction of the Superior Court 
on the ground that the statute was 
jinvalid. They claimed the law vio- 
lated their constitutional rights in 
that it afforded no definite stand- 
ard for ‘‘waste” or “unreasonable 
waste” of natural gas. 

The District Court of Appeals de- 
nied the petition for the writ of 
prohibitien and the State Supreme 
Court refused to dissolve the in- 
junction. 

An appeal to the Supreme Court 
was then taken. Attorney-General 
Webb of California insisted the Su- 
preme Court should refuse to en- 
tertain the appeal. He argued that 
the legal question presented was 
not within the Court's jurisdiction. 

Chief Justice Hughes said yester- 
day that the Supreme Court had 
jurisdiction. He outlined the rea- 
sons for refusing to lift the teim- 
|porary injunction. He said that the 
| State had power to regulate its nat- 
ural resources, but that violations 
might come in the application of 
these regulations. 

Whether the Judge's action. or 
the law itself, violated the rights 
of the oil and gas companies in- 
volved, he said, was a matter still 
to be determined. 


WISCONSIN SLAYER ENDS LIFE; 
HIS BODY IS FOUND BY POSSE

EAGLE RIVER, Wis., Nov. 24.—~ 
A posse’s search for the slayer of 
Michael Stakich, 48-year-old farm- 
er, ended yesterday with the find- 
ing of the body of Brozo Piterlik. 
Hie had killed himself. 

Stakich and Piterlik had quar- 
reled over the management of a 
farm which Piterlik had turned 
over to Stakich and his wife on the 
understanding they were to care 
for him the rest of his life. 

Stakich’s body, pierced by shot- 
gun slugs, was found Sunday after 
his house and farm buildings had 
been set afire. A posse discovered 
Piterlik’s body near the Eagle Riv- 
er airport after an all-night search. 
Piterlik had béen shot through the 
heart and by his side was a revoly- 
er. The shotgun used in killing 
Stakich leaned against a nearby 
stump. PT 

A Coroner's jury fourd Stakich 
died from gunshot wounds inflicted 
by Piterlik and the slayer from a 
salf-inclicted revolver wound. 
'Piterlik’s wife died last July from 
gunshot wounds.

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Unidentified Pastors Intimate to Her That 
/ Theodore Dreiser’s Indictment Was. 
“a Kindness” for His Safety. 


By MARGARET LANE, 
(Staff Writer, London Daily Ex- 
press, Now Visiting in the United 
States). 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—When I 
traveled down to the Kentucky coal 


both discreet and inconspicuous. 
Harlan County has a bad name; 
there haye been too many killings 
and ‘tmnutnies among the miners, 
too many threats and protests from 
the owners, to make it a safe place 
for the eurious.. Even. Theodore 
Dreiser was not allowed to investi- 
gate the true conditions, but was 
chased out with his friends and in- 
dicted for adultery and criminal 
syndicalism. 
I was warned that if it became 
known that I were a newspaper re- 
porter, things would be made tun- 
pleasant for me. That’any investi- 
gation I made had better be done 
secretly. That if I were suspected 
of spying on the mining conditions 
the least disagreeable thing that 
would happen to me would be be- 
ing prevented from seeing anything 
at all, and the most disagreeable 
well, it was difficult to tell. 
I went down quietly and ob- 
scurely and alone, determined to 
find out for myself, as an impar- 
tial outsider, whether these rumors 
of starvation and horror and vio- 
lence in the Kentucky mountains 
were true. Dreiser and others have 
asserted that they are more than 
true. The Harlan operators have 
angrily denied them. The miners 
are afraid to talk. Hunger and 
bloodshed discourage a-man from 
“squealing.” 

Description of the Country. 
Harlan is set in that ridge of 
monotonous Brown mountains run- 
ning across Kentucky down to the 
Tennessee border. From the edge 
of the little town the mining val- 


fields last week I was warned to be: 


a great deal of undesirable public- 
ity, and the community as a whole 
was deeply hurt at the officious 
inquisitiveness of Theodore Dreiser. 
“Hurt” was the word they used. 

At present the miners are death- 
Piy quiet. I think they have very 
little spirit to be anything else, for 
hunger and treachery have beaten 
them. Half the mines lie derelict 
and idle, and the dust blows 
through the broken windows of the 
miners’ huts; but thé mine guards 
patrol the: valleys with guns, and 
the 21 men charged with the recent 
killing of four Deputy Sheriffs are 
being brought to trial this week. 
The miners are quiet because they 
hare afraid, and they know insurrec- 
tion is useless. They are also hun- 
gry, and pitifully hungry for work. 

of Organizers. 

It is only six months since a 
union organizer came to Harlan as 
the miners’ messiah. He promised 
them relief from their troubles, 
promised them food and money 
and power. All they had to do was 
to give him $3 apiece and form a 
union; stand out for their rights. 
and if the operators would not give 
them more money, strike. 

It seemed a simple way of get- 
ting the whip hand and teaching 
the operators that they could stand 
up for themselves. It might have 
worked, too, (miners’ tnions are 
fabulously strong in England, for 
instance,) if their sympathetic or- 
ganizer, disappointed perhaps in 
the strength of his new union— 
only about 200 men joined immedi- 
ately—had not suddenly lost in- 
terest and disappeared from Har- 
lan. As well as losing their dol- 
lars all] the men who had joined 
the union had the added pleasure 
of being fired from: tte mines. and 
facing starvaticn with their wivcs 
and children. 


leys wind back into the hills. They 
are narrow, rocky and bare. The 
streams in the valley beds have 
dwindled to dry wastes of rocks | 
and mud; the roads are rutted mud 
tracks, strewn with boulders and 
slag, impassable, I should say, in 
the winter. At every curve in the, 
hills you see the spindly black tim- | 
ber of the mines, gaunt wooden 
tipples carrying the coal from the | 
shaft mouths high up in the hills 
to the strings of trucks in the val- 
ley, at the foot of -every mine. | 
spreading “both ways and up the} 


, crevices of the mountains, are des- 


olate outbreaks of wooden shacks. 
These are the mining camps. They | 
are huddled and remote, cut. off 
from the outside world by ridge} 
after ridge of rocky hills. They | 
are built anxiously close to the| 
mines. It is a separate, shut-in 
world. 

“Harlan is in no worse condi- 
tion,”’ they said. “than any other| 
industrial area that has been hit | 
by the depression. There have 
been killings and troubles, certain- 
ly, but they have had far too mutch 
notoriety. There has been a great 
deal of misrepresentation. - It is the 
fear of further misrepresentation 
that makes Harlan so suspicious of 
investigators. In fact,’ they said, 
“if you are expecting something 
sensational, you will be disappoint- 
ed. There is nothing out of the 
Ordinary in Harlan.”’ 

The Dreiser Indictment. 
They told me, though. one sig- 
nificant thing about the indictment 
of Theodore Dreiser. They would 
not, of course, admit that he had 
been “‘framed” to prevent him from 
making a thorough investigation. 
But they cautiously admitted the 
framing on other grounds. — 
~ “The better people around here,” 
they said, “were afraid that some- 
thing much more serious was going 
to happen to him if he went poking 
around the mines. Feeling against 
him was very strong. and it was 
generally agreed that it was better 
for him to be put out of the way 
by an indictment than by a hand- 
ful of lead. They were afraig for 
his safety, and so the indictment 
was as much a kindness as any- 
thine.”’ 

When, added to this, they told 
me that two investigators who had 
gone down the valley to see things 
for themselves had been taken up 
Black Mountain, badly handled and 
shot in the legs from behind as they 
scrambled down the hill, I began 
to be convincéd that there was 
somethirig in the Harlan coal fields 
that one was not supposed to see. 
In the next few days I saw it. 
The first thing that impressed me! 
in Harlan was the heavy atmds- 
phere of suspicion and fear. I had 
never before been in a town where 
every stranger is narrowly eyed, 
where conversation stops when you 
wander into a drug store, and the 
man behind the coffee counter 
Stares and then avoids you when 
you start a conversation. It was 
uncanny. 

“Dumb With Discretion.” 
The only serious conversation I 
managed to have in the town  it- 
self before I went to the mines was 
with three young pastors, ministers 
of different nonconformist churches 
in Harlan. Their names are not 
important to the story, and I am 
sure they would lie awake for nights 
if they thought they would be men- 
tioned in connection with a discus- 
sion of the mining situation—and 
with a reporter, of all things. The 
apprehensive atmosphere has that 
effect. Everybody is practically 
dumb with discretion. 

At first the young pastors depre- 
cated the idea of my going down 
those valleys, round Evarts way and 
up to Black Mountain, at all. There 
was nothing to see, they said. 
Everything had been wildly exag- 


gerated: Harlan had come in for

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GANDHI SAYS DIVORCE 


Predicts Collapse of West- 
ern Civilization. 


wersright, 1931.) 
LONDON, Nov. 24.—Easy divorce 


is undermining the foundation of 
society and putting a “premium on 
vice,” Mahatma Gandhi declared 
yesterday in an interview in which 


he compared the marriage and di- 
vorce problems of India and Amer- 


ica and predicted the collapse of 


Western civilization. , 
“I don't believe in divorce,” 


Gandhi said, “because when one is 


granted it means that marriage is 
failing as an institution, and I 
don't want to see that. I hope my 
wife never divorces me, and I don't 
think she ever will, as we settled 
it between ourselves that we shall 
never divorce each other.” 

“How long have you been mar- 
ried?’ Gandhi was asked. 

“I don't believe that even my wife 
can give the date,” he replied. “It 
was 40, no, 50 years ago. I was 
only 12 or 13 years old, and our 
marriage was of more concern to 
our parents than to us.” 

‘The Mahatma explained that, in- 
sofar as divorce is concerned, Hin- 
duism has many contradictions, Di- 
verce is permissible among mull- 
lions, but among many, including 


his own clan, the very word is | 


anathema-——‘‘a most reprehensible 
thing, which results in nie poewera 


excommunication and social ostra- 
j 


cism." 
“Do you think divorce is ever) 


justified?” Gandhi was then asked. | 
“I'm not prepared to say that/} 
there is never justification,’’ he de-, 


clared, “but Occidental divarce is 
becoming an unmannerly§ thing. 
Divorce for the asking puts 2 pre- 
mium on vice—it’s undermining 
the foundations of society.” 

When Reno was mentioned, 
Gandhi characterized it as a “‘ter- 
rible thing.” 

Turning from the marriage and 
divorce problem, Gandhi was asked 
for his outstanding impression of 
England and Western civilization 
in general. 

“T can see this civilization crum- 
bling before my eyes.” he said. 
“In fact, I believe this civilization 
has become so artificial that it its 
impossible to sustain it any length 
of time. It doesn’t require a doc- 
tor to be able to see that disease 
is rampant. but people who have 
developed great power by aping 
powers of the Divne should be re- 
sourceful enough to find a remedy 
for the mischiel of their own crea- 
tion. It‘is this mischief which has 
shaken the very foundations of 
geod society, made living a burden 
by making life so artificial and 
complication and expensive.”

200 CONVICTS ESCAPE 
GUIANA PRISON CAMP 


Lured by Tales of Work, They 
Find They Are Victims 
of Hoax.

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Nov, 
24.—-Two hundred convicts, lured 
on by reports of ready work in 
Dutch Guiana, escaped from a4 
penal camp in French Guiana, 
tramped miles through swamps, 
crossed innumerable rivers and en-~ 
dured great hardship, only to find 
they were the victims of a hoax. 
There was no work for them. A 
group of their fellow convicts, te 
curry favor with the authorities, 
had spread the false rumors, 890 
they might recapture some of the 
escaping prisoners. 

The majority of the men fre- 
turned later to the forestry camp.

penal colonies. 

Reports had been circulated 
through the camp that a railway 
was being constructed in the in- 
terior of Dutch Gulana and that 
work was plentiful. The escape 
was made uuder cover of a tropical 
storm. 

Lashing bamboo logs together, 
the men crossed the turbulent Ma- 
roni River. Finally the Dutch fron- 
tier was reached. Into fever-laden 
swamps plunged the men, some- 
times wading waist-deep in black, 
stagnant water. Through the dense 
forest they struggled. 

After days of privation and suf- 
fering they reached a lonely vil- 
lage, where they discovered the em- 
ployment story was false. Weary 
and dispirited, some of the men 
surrendered to Dutch authorities. 
Others marched back to the penal 
camp. 

Escape from the French forestry 
camps is comparatively easy, as 
the men are employed on piece 
work. A strong man may com- 
plete his day’s quota in five hours, 
leaving many idle hours. The for- 
est cantonments are constructed of 
light timbers, and custody of the 
prisoners depends largely upon the 
vigilance of a handful of gen- 
darmes. 

Official figures indicate that 
about 200 men escape annually 
from the camps, but about 60 per 
cent surrender or are recaptured. 
Only a few reach freedom. Most 
succumb to the fever swamps, the 
snakes and wild animals that in- 
fest the jungle.

bag, so I tossed 
dballast and wént up again. Later 
the balloon camé back down and 


all came Off at once—about 40 
pounds of it—and some of it hit 
me on the head. 
: Went to 12,000 Feet. 
At 6 a. m. Friday I was riding 
12,000 feet up and had tossed out 
10 bags of ballast checking thé 
balloon. I had no idea where I 
was. 
A little later I came down 
through the clouds for the first 
time and saw nothing but water 
below me. I was about 600 feet 
up then. After a bit I saw an 
island, but I did not land there 
when I saw it was deserted. Theté 
was a 35-mile-an-hour wind and 
my drag rope was pulling along 
through the water. The wind made 


the basket whip about like a pen- 


alum. 

Finally I cut off the drag rope, 
which weighed about 150 pounds, 
and shot up to 15,000 feet, where 


water in my instruments froze up 
so I took my altimeter and crawled 
under a blanket, Theré was about 
three inches of snow in the basket. 

After a while I came down again 
and looked out to see a chain of 
apparently deserted islands. I de- 
cided to keep going till the gas 
gave out and finally found myself 
over the mainiand. It looked de- 
serted, nothing but swamps and 
burned-over timber. At 10 a mM. 
Friday the balloon came down in 
some trees. We struck at a spéed 
of about 30 miles an hour and I 
found myself about seven feet off 
the ground. I thought I was some- 
where near Alpena, Mich.

Cutting down the basket I 
crawled in and slept for the first 
time in 81 hours. Once I woke up 
and saw what I thought was a 
dog, but it turned out to be a wolf.

CONGRESS AND THE WATERWAYS. 

Suggestion of a new method of financing waterway 
and harbor development distinguishes the Mississippi 
Valley Association convention, closing in St. Louis 
today. ; 

That the waterways are to be developed and made 
a part of the transportation system in the United 


Mississippi Valley, who represent a majority of the 
population of the United States, settled that when 
they pooled their strength in Congress. The conven- 
tion has voted to back a national bond issue to do 
the work. There is no question that the present piece- 
meal method has very grave defects. The completed 
Ohio River development proves this. Congressman 
Mansfield pointed out that delays over a course of 
years made the work on the Ohio cost from $60,000, 
000 to $100,000,000 more than it would have cost had 
the Government undertaken to do the whole job at 
once. 

Mr. Mansfield estimated that the cost of completing 
all our authorized harbor and river projects is approx: 
imately $500,000,000. He joined in the last Congress 
with. Senator Shipstead in the introduction of a meas 
ure for a waterways bond issue to cover this work. 
He thinks that to do it all as one great job would 
effect a saving of 40 per cent as against the present 
piecemeal method. The present piecemeal method 
does not amount to very much more than getting the 
consent of the Bureau of Budget to spend money ap- 
propriated by Congress for river and harbor work. 
The bond issue would have the advantage of making 
this great undertaking continuous, keeping the equip- 
ment in the field, and maintaining the organizations 
essential to all great engineering projects. It was the

The Community Fund is dragging discouragingly. 
The goal of $3,000,000 is still a long way off, less than 
$2,000,000 having been subscribed. The time fixed 
for the canvass has been extended.

ALDERMANIC GULLIBILITY. 


Although formal action has not yet been taken, the 
aldermanic committee investigating the milk strike 
has approved Health Commissioner Starkloff’s milk 
house “moratorium.” Shortly after the milk strike 
was declared, it will be remembered, Dr. Starkloff 
suspended that part of the milk ordinance specifying 
that milk sold in St. Louis must come from farms 
equipped with milk houses, or places where milk 
can be protected against contamination. The effect 
of this action was to benefit the Pevely Dairy Co., 


the dairy to obtain milk from distant points not sub- 
ject to St. Louis inspection. 

The Aldermen base their support of Dr. Starkloff 
upon the alleged shortage of milk which threatened 
the city if the Pevely Dairy Co. were unable to sup- 
ply its customers. We deny that any such shortage 
was threatened, and we do so on the authority of the 
Pevely Dairy Co. itself, which said in an advertise- 
ment published Nov. 3: 

At the price we have paid farmers in this vicin- 

ity during the last quarter of a century, produc- 
tion of milk has developed to such an extent that 
more than twice as much milk is now produced 
ne is needed for fresh milk distribution in the 
city.

A Judge Upholds Free Speech 


Right of individual to speak and write against “yellow dog” contract is supported in 
minority opinion; denouncing the agreement as “socially wrong and legally in- 
defensible”, Pennsylvania Judge says real issue is in defendant's right of free 
speech; frowns on enjoining ideas because they might result in breach of contract 


From the Dissenting Opinion of Judge George W. Maxey, Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, in Case of Kraemer Hosiery Co. vs. Budenz, et al. 


In this case, the hosiery firm sought an 
injunction against Lewis F. Budenz and 
the hosiery workers’ union because defend- 
ant had urged the workers not to sign ant> 
union labor contracts.

Tantei is but one issue in this case, and 
free speech—his right to advocate by 


both written and spoken word the principles _ 


of labor unionism and to attack anti-union 
individual contracts. Not a single act of 
violence.or deceit or intimidation is charged 
against Budenz. The head and front-.of his 
offending seems to be that he published and 
circulated pamphlets. 

I have searched the columns of ‘‘The Naz- 
areth Hosiery Worker” which plaintiffs put 
in evidence and I find no incitement to an 
unlawful act in any of them. I find in 
them no phrases as offensive as those com- 
monly used in political contests by zealous 
partisans against candidates for the highest 
offices in state and nation, Equity is enter- 
ing a forbidding and hitherto untrodden 
field if it is to be used to enjoin the mak- 
ing of speeches and the publication of arti- 
cles that offend the feelings of persons who 
are in the front line in the age-long and 
never-ending battle of ideas. 

When one reads the court's destription 
of Budenz’ activities already cited and the 
excerpts from articles written and pub- 
lished by him, and then realizes that the 
purpose for which an injunction was grant- 
ed was to put an end to these activities and 
these articles, the issue in this case stands 
out completely stripped of all disguises. No 
violence, threats or intimidation are charged 
against Budenz or any of these defendants. 

What, then, did the court enjoin? It 
enjoined in effett the exercise by the de- 
fendants of the right of peaceful free 
speech, because that speech had a tendency 
to persuade the company’s employes that 
the anti-union contract which they hai 
signed under economic restraint was preju- 
dicial to their welfare, repugnant to con- 
science and rejectable in law. 

Oppressive bargainers are outcasts in a 
court of equity. These plaintiffs were op- 
pressive bargainers becauge they forced 
their employes to surren@er their right to 
associate with their fellow employes for‘ec- 
onomic self-protection. The conduct of 
these plaintiffs is comparable to that of an 
avaricious money lender who forces a hun- 
gry man to agree to pay usury for food 


money.

To judicially forbid any person from in- 
ducing “by any means whatsoever” the ne- 
cessitous party to an anti-union contract to 
break it is am anomaly in a land where free- 
dom of speech is a constitutional guaranty. 

These essentially coercive anti-union con- 
tracts are socially wrong and legally inde- 
fensible. They are a vestige of economic 
bourbonismi—a cult which is now outmod- 
ed. These anti-union contracts contra- 
vene sound public policy for the further 
reason that they are provocative of vio- 
lence. Millions of people in the United 
States, beth within and without laber 
unions, detest these contracts as illegitimate 


weapons in contests between capital and la- 
bor. The very name by which these con- 
tracts are commonly known, to-wit, “yel- 
low dog contracts,” indicates the public ap- 
praisal of them. Yet, according to the de-

If this court means to hold—as I under- 
stand its decision in this case to hold—that 
because there might have resulted from Bu- 
denz’ speeches and writings a violation of 
the individual anti-union contracts, these 
speeches and writings should be enjoined, I 
cannot follow this court to that extreme po- 
sition. I could not do so even if I consid- 
ered the individual contract legal, instead 
of utterly illegal and void as I do hold it. To 
enjoin dissemination of ideas because they 
may result in a breach of some contract, is 
to my mind a doctrine both novel and ut- 
terly impracticable In application. If this 
is the law, anyone publicly proclaiming the 
wisdem ef an exclusively vegetarian diet 
would be subject to an injunction at the in- 
stance of any mest dealer whose contract to 
supply meat to a customer might be 
breached upon that customer’s conversion to 
vegetarianism,

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OXFORD DEBATERS APPEAR 
AT WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 


One Man From Each School on 
Either Side of the Dis- 
cussion, 


A debating team composed of one 
student of Oxford University and 
one Washington University student 
won an audience decision last 
night over another team of the 
same composition on the affirma- 
tive of the question that “American 
civilization is a greater danger to 
the world than that of Russia.”

PROF. GEORGE 0. JAMES, 
WASHINGTON U., DIES 


Dean of College of Liberal Arts 
——Member of Faculty 
28 Years. 


———s 


George O. James, Thayer profes- 
sor of applied mathematics and 
dean of the College of Liberal Arts 
of Washington University, died to- 
day in St. Luke’s Hospital, of com- 
plications. He was 58 years old 
and had been a member .of Wash- 
ington University faculty for 28 
years, his service beginning while 
the university was situated at 
Washington avenue and  Seven- 
teenth street. 

Dr. James was born in Virginia 
and took his collegiate and post- 
graduate courses in Johns Hopkins 
University of Baltimore, receiving 
the degree of A. B. in 1895 and of 
Ph. D. in 1899. In 1896-7 he served 
as instructor in physics in the Uni- 
versity of Utah at Salt Lake City. 

In 1900-01 he served as instruc- 
tor for the United States Civil 
Service Commission, and in 1902-3 
as instructor in mathematics and 
astronomy in Lehigh University. 

His first position at Washington 
University, in 1903-4, was that of 
instructor in mathematics. In 1908 
he was made assistant professor, 
and in 1914 dean, and associate 
professor. He took the Thayer 
professorship in 1918. 

Dr. James was the author of 
“Elements of Rational Mechanics,” 
published in 1905. He was unmar- 
ried, and is survived by a sister, 
Mrs. William H. Ames of Ports- 
mouth, Va. 

Dean James lived in bachelor 
quarters at 3737 Washington boule- 
vard. He had a considerable col- 
lection of miniature dogs, of brass, 
china, ivory, wood and other ma- 
terials, from various countries. This 
collection was kept in a cabinet in 
his office at the university.

He tried to put racing back on 
the map in his own State of Mis- 
souri. And if he failed in this 
it was after several “bootleg” 
meetings had been attempted and 
after the Governor had vetoed a 
bill favoring racing that the Leg- 


islature had passed.

Horace E. Brought $40,000 
A BOUT three years ago Mur- 
. phy turnéd to the State of 
California for a new field to con- 
quer. He knew the racing back- 
ground of this great State. He 
knew that before the reform 


Wave swept the country it Was 
the winter playground of all 
those who followed racing. 

One of California’s most pop- 
ular tracks was Tanforan. The 
greatest stables and some of the 
most famous “bet you a million”’ 
plungers once patronized this 
course. It was the testing ground 
of many big stables. Here the 
runners that became two-rear- 
olds on that universal birthday 
of all race horses, Jan. 1, were 
tried out, and it was here that 
Eastern millionaires, seeking 
youngsters for the summer cam- 
paign came to look over the juve- 
nile -quad. It was at Tanforan 
that Barney Schreiber, at one 
time Missouri's greatest breedér 
of thoroughbreds, showed his fa- 
mous Horace E., winner of eight 
consecutive races, and sold to 
Paul Rainey for $40,000, then a 
fabulous price. 

Murphy recalled all this and 

figured that the restoration of 
racing at Tanforan, even on a 
“bootieg”’ betting basis, could be 
made a success. His first year’s 
test was lukewarm. But since 
that time he has evolved an op- 
tion betting system which is pros- 
ecution proof—or else the au- 
thorities are treating his venture 
éym pathetically. 
At any rate. racing has been 
a going concern at Tanforan for 
three years and now really great 
horses are available for his 
stakes. The public, at the same 
time, can be accommodated with 
betting.
